lives went out in a wreck on the Wis- 
c-on.sin Central railroad soon after 1 
o'clock Wednesday morning' at Man- 
ville, near this city, and half a dozen 
persons'were seriously injured, the vic- 
tims were mostly AViscorTsin people. 
. 


•The wrecking1 of the passenger" train 


•was quickly-followed 'by fire, and near- 
ly »H those who perished were burned 
to death. The passengers who were 
injured were in the smoking-car and 
the dny coach. None of the sleeping- 
car passengers were hurt. Trie train 
wns the express from Minneapolis to 
Chicago. It consisted ofcja. bag-gage-car, 
mail-ear, smoker, two day coaches and 
three sleepers. The train was fairly 
well filled with passengers, and accord- 
ing to the statements of survivors was 
going at a rate of fifty miles an hour 
when the disaster overtook it. 


The cause of the wreck is supposed to 


Lnvc been an open switch, and there 
are strong suspicions of the switch hav- 
ing been fixed "by robbers or by other 
persons having an equally murderous 
motive. An examination of the switch 
showed that n nut had been removed) 
allowing it to become loose and,, fly 
open as soon us the ill-fated train 
Btruck it. All the cars, excepting- one 
sleeper, left -the rails, and are a total 
wreck. The baggage and express cars, 
smoker, day coaches and one sleeper 
were caught by the flames and reduced 
to nshes, almost, as there was nothing 
ut hand to extinguish the fire. 


Since Manville was wiped out last 


\vinter by fire the town has not been 
rebuilt, and the only building left 
standing was the railroad depot, which 
was locked and deserted at the time of 
the calamity. The injured and the re1 


nifiiiiK of,the dead were taken to Marsh- 
field as soon as help arrived, and the 
suffering passengers given all the care 
possible by physicians and nurses. 


The train seemed to twist into a heap 


iu a few seconds, all the passengers be- 
injf thrown from their berths, and 
those, who were not asleep and were 
not pinned down by woodwork to be 
cremated,quickly crawled to a place of 
safety. The wrecked cars were piled 
on top of each other, presenting a hor- 
ribly spectacle, but the horror of the 
.scene increased when flames were seen 
to rise from the wreck, and the cries 
of the imprisoned victims struck the 
ears of those who live to remember the 
horror of their Decoration day ride to 
Chicago.

ATLANTA, Ga., May 31.—-There was a 


fearful accident on the Columbia ex- 
tension of the Central railroad Wednes- 
day morning. 
The rear coach of «i 


train bearing passengers to take part 
in the decoration of federal graves in 
Andcrsonville left the track on a grfule 
just, after Holt's Station was passed. 
The excursionists were mostly Ne- 
pi-oes, but the rear coach was reserved 
for whites, and the occupants of this 
coach were the victims of the accident. 


The train wason an embankment and 


moving at the rate of twenty miles an 
hour when the accident occurred. The 
derailed coach with its human freight 
turned over three times, and nearly 
every one in it was more or less hurt, 
two of whom will die. A spreading 
rail caused the accident. As soon as 
the wounded could be put on board the 
coaches that did not lea.ve.the track the 
train proceeded to Albany. The Union 
depot was turned into a Jiospital, and 
I'r. I'. L. Hillstnan, the road's physician 
assisted by other local physicians, was 
summoned.

The proclamation then continues: 


"Now, therefore, I, Claude Matthews,

ness of the railways of the state. As 
citizens you can not afford to stand in 
the attitude of lawbreakers.

bring the violators of law to punish- 
ment.

• CRIPPLE CUEBK, May 31.—The strik- 
ers now expect to be attacked from 
three diverent points, and have massed 
their forces at BiiH Hill. Two princi- 
pal approaches' have been undermined 
and large quantities of dynamite placed 
so that by means of electricity the 
mines can be exploded from the fort. 


The deputies and strikers are still 


keeping at safe distance from each 
other. • Both sides are exerting"every 
efjt'ort to increase their numbers, the 
strikers'using, in some instances, load- 
ed Winchesters as arguments. 


The strikers become bolder and more 


insolent every day. All the smaller 
towns are completely subjected, and 
some swagger demonstrations . have 
been made at Cripple Creek. There is 
nothing manly in the attitude of the 
strikers. Vastly ovttuumberiiigthemale 
population, .and being heavily armed, 
they hare confiscated nearly all the fire- 
arms owned by individuals. Conscious 
alike of their own strength and of the 
weakness of the inhabitants, they con- 
duct themselves in an overbearing 
manner and exact conduct on the part 
of the inhabitants that is but little 
short of the most abject servility. 


Tuesday a party entered jMouud City, 


and at this poiifl of Winchesters forced 
two itnion men, who believe in the 
union, but hot in carrying arms and us- 
ing them in violation of law, together 
with a non-union man, to go to Hull 
Hill. 


The general impression here is that 


tins question can be .settled only by a 
terrific conflict, and the people anxious- 
ionsly await the end, whatever it imiy 
be. To the credit of the strikers be it 
said, that in some of the camps they 
have closed every saloon .and placed 
guards over them.

TARIS, May'SL-rYPe' have a new scan- 


dal, and one which promises to have 
serious: results. Turpin, the inventor 
of melinite, has sold to Germany for 
5,000,000 francs the secret of an elec- 
tric chariot;"wliich is expected to pro- 
duce a terrifying- effect in war. If the 
news was confined to this Turpin 
would be merely a traitor, and would 
arouse the disgust of every honest man. 


But the serious part of the affair is 


that Turpin asserts that he offered his 
indention to the French minister of 
war, who refused to listen to his propo- 
sitions, and that he asked for an audi- 
ence of President Carnot, who declined 
.'to receive him. If Turpin had been an 
unknown man the conduct of the min- 
.ister and president. would be compre: 
•hensiblc. They are the customary vie- 
itims of cranks. But Turpin is well 


i known as the inventor of the melinite, 
and as such he has rendered a great 
] service to France. 


Turpin was condemned some time age 


;to serve five years' imprisonment foi 
ihaving- sold to the English gun-making 
firm of Armstrong the secret of certain 
weapons of war, and as a result of this 
sentence he was struck from the roll! 
of the legion of honor. It is said thai 
he has sold his secret to Germany, be 
cause the government refused to re 
store him to the legion of honor. H« 
has gone to Brussels, where the sale 
took place. The German government 
made him offers on several occasions 
which he finally accepted. The monej 
was paid over by a German general 
who went to Brussels from Berlin ex- 
ipressty for that purpose. 


CONFEDERATE MONUMENT. 


Its Unveiling Atloiidrcl Ky KxprcgBlon ol 


a New Idea. 


RICH.MOND, Va., May 31.—The monu- 


ment erected on Libby Hill, to com- 
memorate the services of tho confeder- 
ate soldiers and sailors, was unveiled 
Wednesday with appropriate ceremon- 
ies, at whjch Gov. O'Fen-all, Gen. Wade 
Hampton and other prominent persons 
were present. 
Ex-Gov. Fitzhugh Leo 


was chief marshal of the military and 
civil procession. The orator of the 
day was Rev. R. C. Cave. In the course 
of his remarks Mr. Cave maintained 
that the south had been loyal to tho 
union. "If history," he said, "affords 
an instance of loyalty to an estab- 
lished form of government more un- 
swerving and self-sacrificing than that 
of the southern people to the union, I 
fail to recall it. 


"Had the south loved the union less 


and clung to it less tenaciously, had 
she refused to make concessions and 
sacrifices for its preservation, had'shc, 
instead of weakening herself by com- 
promises for its sake, withdrawn from 
it when first her rights were assailed, 
then the, pen of the historian would 
never ' have recorded the story of Ap- 
pomatto.v. It was her attachment to 
the union, her unselfish-loyalty and 
patriotism, which caused her to so long 
endure northern 
aggression, yield 


again and again to northern demands, 
and place herself in a position in which 
her defeat was possible."

It is 
stated that the great bridge of the 
Canadian Pacific at Revelstoke is gone, 
and another at Mission City. All crops 
are ruined. 


PORTLAND; Ore., May 30.—The_Wil- 


liamette river continues to rise at the 
rate of one-half inch per hour. The 
wholesale district of the city is almost 
entirely Hooded, and business is prac- 
tically suspended. Reports from the 
Upper Columbia region are to the effect 
'that the water is still rising there. At 
Umntilla a rise of three feet since Mon- 
day is reported. 


Klnes Shipped to Coat Creek.

The skulls are taken as an evidence of 
a horrible crime. 


The overflow of the Frazer river, 


British Columbia, is causing great de- 
struction and loss of life. The valleys 
have been submerged, houses of ranch- 
ers have been swept away and fields 
laid in waste.
